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DECIDUOUS  TREE  FRUIT  AMD  PINEAPPLE  STATISTICS 
BASIC  TO  ANALYSES  OF  UNITED  STATES  FRUIT  SUPPLY  AND  DEMAND,  1924-1954 


INTRODUCTION 

Content.— This  statistical  compendium  presents  selected  historical 
series  of  economic  data  for  the  United  States  on  or  related  to  the  supply, 
demand,  and  prices  for  canned  pineapple  and  the  more  important  deciduous 
tree  fruits  for  the  years  1924-1954,  omitting  the  var  years  1941-1946. 
The  series  Included  have  been  selected  primarily  for  their  usefulness  in 
statistical  analyses  of  the  short-run  determinants  of  the  demand  and  sup- 
ply of  certain  canned  fruits.    For  this  reason  more  detailed  data  have 
been  included  on  canned  than  on  dried  and  fresh  fruits,  and  data  on  acre- 
age and  yields  per  bearing  acre  have  not  been  included.    Statistics  on 
citrus,  grapes,  and  berries  also  have  not  been  included.    It  may  be  noted 
parenthetically  that  reasonably  reliable  and  detailed  series  are  more  plen- 
tiful for  canned  fruits  than  for  dried  and  fresh  fruits. 

Part  I  presents,  in  one  table,  a  comprehensive  comparison  of  the  annual 
canned  packs  of  each  deciduous  tree  fruit,  cocktail  and  other  fruit  mixes, 
and  pineapple. 

Part  II  presents  for  five  of  these  fruits  and  for  canned  fruit  mixes 
most  of  the  basic  historical  statistical  series  on  prices,  supply,  and  ship- 
ments available  for  demand  and  supply  analyses. 

Section  A  gives,  in  five  tables,  comparative  annual  data  beginning 
1924  and  Section  B,  in  seven  tables,  comparative  semiannual  data  beginning 
1934  on  canners'  prices  in  current  and  constant  1947  value  dollars  and  on 
stocks,  supply,  and  shipments  as  aggregates  and  in  terms  of  per  person  of 
the  civilian  population  of  the  United  States,  Including  noncontiguous  ter- 
ritories. 
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The  comparative  data  in  Sections  A  and  B  are  based  on  separate  tables 
for  each  individual  fruit  given  in  Sections  C,  D,  and  E  vhich  also  supply 
the  detailed  footnotes  and  sources  needed  in  evaluating  and  using  the 
series  for  analytical  purposes,  and  also  some  supplementary  information 
relevant  to  such  purposes.    Section  C  presents  annual  data  on  returns  to 
fruit  growers  on  an  on -tree  basis  and  at  first  delivery  point  for  dried, 
canning,  and  fresh  and  on  sales  and  prices  received  by  processors.  Section 
D  presents  annual  supply  and  shipment  data,  including  production  and  utili- 
zation of  each  fruit.    Section  E  gives  additional  statistics  on  a  semiannual 
basis  for  canned  prices,  supply,  and  shipments. 

Part  III  gives,  in  one  table,  data  on  national  income  and  population 
and  on  the  value  of  the  dollar  used  for  deflating  current  dollars  in  Sec- 
tions A  and  B  of  Part  II. 

Reliability .  —To  try  to  guard  against  the  worst  abuses  of  a  user's 
overassessment  of  the  reliability  of  the  data,  a  systematic  rounding  pro- 
cedure has  been  used.    By  the  usual  rule,  a  price  that  appears  to  be  rounded 
to  units  of,  say,  5  cents  and  is  given  as  $4.65  indicates  that  the  esti- 
mator's best  Judgment  places  the  price  somewhere  between  $4,625  and  $4,675* 
In  this  report,  rounding  has  been  confined  to  decimal  units,  except  that 
prices  have  been  rounded  to  half -decimal  units  as  illustrated  above.  How- 
ever, rounding  in  these  tables  has  been  on  the  undergenerous  side  so  that 
in  the  instance  quoted  the  interval  should  often  be  read  more  nearly  as » 
$4.6l  to  $4.69.    This  applies  particularly  to  the  earlier  years  in  the 
period  covered.    Moreover,  in  many  series,  the  figures  for  certain  periods 
have  been  rounded  much  less  than  for  certain  other  periods,  indicating  that 
much  closer  estimates  could  be  made  for  the  former  periods. 
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Ike  following  additional  observations  should  be  noted: 

a.  Prices  received  by  growers  as  given  by  the  Crop  Reporting  Service 
are  probably  less  accurate  than  implied  by  the  degree  to  vhich  they  are 
rounded. 

b.  Figures  on  fresh  market  sales  are  probably  much  less  reliable 
than  figures  on  sales  to  canners. 

c.  Exports  have  been  taken  from  the  official  United  States  reports 
and  converted  to  unprocessed  dried  tons  or  to  standard  cases  at  the  fixed 
conversion  factors  indicated  in  footnotes.    No  attempt  has  been  made  to 
assess  the  accuracy  of  the  foreign  trade  statistics,  but  they  may  be  less 
accurate  than  implied. 

d.  A  strenuous  effort  has  been  made  to  give  detailed  estimates  on 
supply  and  shipments  of  canned  fruits  for  salad  and  fruit  cocktail  prior 
to  1936.    However,  the  segregations  of  the  mixed  fruits  totals  into  cock- 
tail and  fruits  for  salad  and  into  direct  pack  and  remanufacture  for  years 
before  1954  are  based  on  arbitrary  but  perhaps  not  entirely  unreasonable 
quantitative  assumptions.    Additional  difficulties  have  been  that,  prior 
to  1936,  packs  and  shipments  were  reported  on  a  clanedar  year  basis,  and 
export  statistics  do  not  segregate  the  different  categories  of  fruit  mixes. 

e.  Prewar  supply  and  shipments  of  canned  Elbert a  peaches  in  California 
were  estimated  largely  on  the  basis  of  qualitative  and  trade  information. 

f .  Before  1932,  published  estimates  on  pineapple  stocks  and  Hawaiian 
pineapple  packs  were  on  a  calendar  year  basis  only,  so  that  it  was  neces- 
sary to  make  crop  year  estimates  for  the  earlier  years,  partly  on  the  basis 
of  qualitative  information.    For  some  years  the  estimates  shown  may  be  less 
accurate  than  implied  by  the  rounding. 


g.  Thft  breakdown  of  United  States  government  purchases  on  *  Remi- 
annuai  basis,  used  in  calculating  the  semiannual  series  on  commercial 
domestic  shipments  of  canned  fruit,  is  based  on  the  rather  arbitrary 
assumption  that  the  percentage  moved  during  the  first  part  of  the  season 
has  been  five  percentage  points  higher  than  the  corresponding  percentage 
for  all  shipments.    Therefore,  the  estimates  of  semiannual  commercial 
domestic  shipments  for  some  postwar  years  may  be  several  hundred  thousand 
cases  off. 

h.  The  reliability  of  the  figures  on  population,  income,  and  price 
deflators  presented  in  Part  III  is  lover  than  implied  by  the  rounding.  Ike 
first  two  series  may  be  taken  to  be  more  accurate  in  reflecting  movement 
over  time  than  in  reflecting  absolute  levels.

Trade  information  indicates  a  negligible  pack  of  cocktail  before  1930.    The  estimates  of  the  total 
pack  of  cocktail  for  1930-1933  presented  in  column  k  are  a  projection  back  to  zero  in  1929  of  the 
percentage  that  cocktail  was  of  the  pack  of  all  fruit  mixes. 

According  to  trade  information,  the  direct  pack  was  negligible  before  1930. 

The  estimates  of  the  total  direct  pack  for  1930-1932  presented  in  column  2  are  based  on  an  assumed 
tonnage  of  cling  peaches  projected  from  zero  in  1929  to  7, 1*00  tons  in  1935,  the  lowest  known  direct 
tonnage  of  peaches  used  since  1933.    According  to  trade  information,  the  direct  pack  of  all  fruit 
mixes  was  a  very  minor  portion  of  the  total  pack  of  mixes  before  1933-    In  1933  a  large  amount  of 
peaches  was  used  in  salad  and  cocktail  since  this    use  was  not  curtailed  by  the  prorate;  such  use 
diminished  the  following  year  when  curtailed  by  revised  regulations  and  reached  the  minimum  in  1935. 
The  further  breakdown  for  1930-1932  of  the  small  direct  pack  into  salad  and  cocktail,  presented  in 
columns  5  and  8,  results  from  the  arbitrary  assumption  that  one  third  of  the  peaches  used  for  direct 
pack  in  these  years  went  into  cocktail. 

The  estimates  of  the  total  direct  pack  for  1933-1935  presented  in  column  2  are  based  on  tonnage  of 
peaches  reported  used  by  the  cling  peach  industry  control  program  organization.    If  one  converts 
peaches  at  17  rounds  per  case  of  salad  and  at  23  pounds  per  case  of  cocktail,  this  confines  the  pos- 
sible figure  for  the  direct  pack  of  these  two  products  combined  to  an  extreme  range  which  is  hardly 
more  than  10  per  cent  of  its  mean  in  1935  and  only  just  above  20  per  cent  in  193^  and  1933 >  tae  lower 
limits  of  the  ranges  resulting  from  assuming  no  direct  pack  of  salad  whatsoever  and  the  upper  limits 
from  assuming  that  all  the  direct  pack  of  fruit  mixes  consisted  of  salad.    Of  course,  the  composition 
of  the  direct  pack  did  not  follow  such  an  extreme  pattern.    It  has  been  roughly  estimated  by  assuming 
that  the  percentage  cocktail  in  the  direct  pack  ( in  terms  of  peaches  used)  exceeded  the  percentage 
cocktail  in  the  total  pack  by  relatively  as  much  as  in  1937,  the  earliest  year  for  which  all  relevan. 
data  have  been  reported.    (There  is  evidence  that  the  estimated  composition  would  not  have  come  out 
much  different  on  the  basis  of  1936  figures.)
